and considers a tax increase. 
Just considering a tax boost 
will take many weeks or months;

debates in House and Senate and 
so on. 
Both Houses have to approve 
before there can be any new law 
raising taxes. And the two Houses 
seldom act at the same time on 
anything. Usually they act on the 
same bill weeks or months apart. 
In asking for the tax increase 
this year, Mr. Truman wanted 
most of it to come by increasing 
corporation 
taxes, not 
income 
taxes. 


He may ask for the same kind 
of boost next year. The Congress 
w ill have to decide whether it 
wants to sock corporations or in­ 
dividuals, or sock anyone. 
W hy the tax boost anyway? Why 
does Mr. Truman keep harping 
on that? 
Government expenses are great­ 
er than the money ifs collecting 
in taxes to meet those expenses. 
So Mr. Truman wants taxes raised 
until the government can take in 
more than it has to spend.

Too Much Power In Hands of a Few 


It was perhaps only a stage gesture which 
John L. Lewis, czar of the coal miners, 
made in his recent proposal that his union 
and others form a week ly cash pool t^o sup­ 
port the steel strik e. It has been generally 
supposed that Lewis w ants the steel strik e 
to be settled before he ends the coal strik e. 
It has also been supposed that a chief aim 
of the coal strik e has been to reduce stock s 
of coal in order to increase im m ediate de­ 
m and and im prov e the union bargaining 
position. But the steel strik e reduces the 
dem and for coal, and the longer it continue* 
the m ore widespread becomes its adv erse 
effect on the coal m ark et. Lewis might 
hav e been most unhappy if his proposal 
had been accepted. 


B ut the fact that such a proposal was ad­ 
v anced calls new attention lo the power to 
disrupt the national economy which has 
been created in the rise of the great labor 
unions. A handful of men. with dictatorial 
powers ov er the w ork ers in the basic in­ 
dustries, can paralyze the nation’s industry 


and comm erce w henev er they choose. A n­ 


other handful of big industrialists hav e e- 


qual power, b y refusing to bargain in e a rn­ 


est, to disrupt the national economy. And 


only one man, the president, has power to 
interfere, if he chooses to do so. 


It is not good for the nation that such 


great powers should be held by so few 
men. It is tim e for w ork ers to dem and and 
obtain more democratic processes in the 
operation of their unions and the em ploy­ 
m ent of their power. The small stock hold­ 
ers of large corporations should get more 
results from the v oice in m anagem ent to 
which their holdings theoretically entitle 
them. It is tim e for Congress to consider 
w hether the laws protecting the national 
economy 
from 
monopolistic 
conspiracies 
should hav e application to the Underlying 
causes of strik es, and w hether legal means 
to protect the nation against strik e paraly­ 
sis should be av ailable to the people, rather 
than only to the president, in case the latter 
considers v otes ahead of national economy.
